THE BRYCE REPORT. 


So much has been said and written, 


so many assertions made and so many 
denials 
published, relaWve to 
the 


charge of citizens 
of Belgium and 


northern Prance by the 
advancing 


German army in the eai-ly days o{ the 
•war, that the disclosures made, by the 
Bryce report after an exhaustive in- 
vestigation, must be taken as the ac- 
tual happenings. 


The German writers have denied in 


toto the tales 
of almost inhumane 


barbaivsm that 
were 
reported and 


have stated in excuse for destruction 
of 
cities and 
whole 
communities, 


shooting down of unarmed townsmen 
and farmers, that it was all done in 
self-defense, and as an example to 
others not to resort to similar tac- 
tics, namely the alleged shooting of 
German troops by citizens in the fu- 
ture. 


Xow comes the Bryce report. 
The 


"Xation" waited until the whole, re- 
-port had been received and then com- 
ments upon it in the following edt-! 
torial. As it was made public immedi- 
ately following the Laisitania sinking, 
tills report has partifcular significance 
in understanding what sort of a final 
reply may be 
expected from Berlin 


with the war party dominant in Ger- 
man politics. The "Xation" is one of 
the conservative weekly publications 
in this country. It is neither pro-Ger- 
man nor pro-Allies. It saya what it 
has to say regardless of fear or favor 
and hence their resume of the report 
is worth considering. It says: 


"Readers of the report by the com- 


mittee appointed by the British gov- 
ernment to inquire into the outrages 
alleged to have been committed by 
German troops fn the countries which 
they invaded, should remember that 
it is only a summary. The report it- 
self is a pamphlet 
of sixty pages. 


This, again, is but an epitome of the 
enormous mass of evidence taken. A 
huge separate volume contains' all 
This, together with facsimiles of Ger- 
man dari°R. etc. To every statement 
made in the report is carefully given 
a marginal reference to the evidence 
in detail. As for the personnel of the 
committee, it is doubtless enough for 
Americans to know that James Bryce 
headed it. His high-mindedness and 
judicial quality need no sponsors in 
this country. But with him -were as- 
sociated leaders of the English bar- 
Sir Frederick Pollock, 
Sir 
Edward 


Clarge. Sir Alfred Hopkinson, togeth- 
.er with the vice-chancellor of the Uni- 
versity of Sheffield, and that keen and 
independent public man, Mr. Harold 
Cox. 
These are men accustomed to 


weighing human testimony and docu- 
mentary evidence, and to sifting out 
ihe true from the false. In their pres- 
ent task they have spared neither time 
nor labor. They have, been at work 
nearly five months. They have taken 
more than 1,200 depositions. Their 
desire to be fair, to reject every im- 
probable or unproved story, to make 
allowance for all extenuating circum- 
stances, is visible on many pages. Yet 
the conclusion which they reach, with-' 
out haste or heat, and iri a full sens 
of their personal and public respons 
bility. is one terribly damaging to th 
good name of Germany, and particu 
larly of her army. 


"It may rashly be charged that the 


publication of this report in America 
was skilfully timed so as to deepen 
the feeling caused by the sinking o 
the Lusitania. 
But this is absurd 


The report had long been preparing 
was received here by mail, and must 
have been in print weeks ago. If its 
appearance now seems like n clinch 
ing of the charges of barbarou^ con 
duct on the part of the Germans, tttat 
Is not the fault of the men who have 
made this patient investigation. 
In- 


deed, it has been openly asserted by 
German apologists in this country that 
-the reason the Bryce. committee had 
not reported was 
• that it found no 


authenticated ..atrocities to report An 
exiled Louvain professor in Chicago 
had ,v published his story '.of-the out- 
rages; but his credibility was as- 
sailed by a German resident of Chi- 
cago, who asserted: 
'You know as 


well as T that the British commission 
has investigated more than a thou- 
sand cases, and still could find no evi- 
dence of German atrocluies in Bel-' 
gum.- That can never be said again.' 
Hard-headed and fair-minded • English 
lawyers now join in the verdict al- 
ready reached by Belgian magistrates 
ana French barristers, and agree that 
the proof is overwhelming that there 
were 'in many parts of Belgium delib-

lated terrorism. This was carried out 
the report affirms, 'scientifically and 
deliberately, not merely with the sanc- 
tion, but under the direction of higher 
military authorities.'

Madison, Wis., June 3.—The assem- 


bly committee to jundiciary today re- 
ported for passage the Vint bill fixing 
the minimum wage for women in cer- 
tain establishments in tlie state at $10 
a week. The committee was divided 
over the measure, the report being 
five to three in favor of passage. Un- 
der the terms of the bill the term 
"living wage" shall mean compensa- 
tion for labor paid, whether by time, 
piece-work, or otherwise, sufficient to 
enable the employe receiving 
It to 
maintain herself consistent with her 
welfare. 
The bill then provides that 
"In the case of the employment of any 
female over the age ot 
18 years

manufacturing, 
mechanical 
or 


mercantile establishment, or in any 
confectionery 
telephone ex-

shall 
mean sot less than $10 a week. 
Wherever the 
employer furnishes 
such female with board or room, in 
whole or in part, or other like service. 
the value ot such board or room or 
other like service shall be considered 
by the industrial commission In deter- 
mining the living wage.

men in Italy, providing they should 
return home. 
Text of Manifesto. 
The gist'of the manifesto, as trans- 
lated into English, follows: 


The Italians in Wisconsin and Iowa',

are advised that every one having 
military obligations and belonging to 
the following classes are called 
to 
arms.

HIGHER VARSITY FEE 


University President Argues Against 


Larger .Non-resident Pea—Ayl- 


ward Alao. Appeared. - 
Isruciir, TO TH» OiznrE.] 


Madison; Wia., June 8.—The senate 
commltlttee on education was 
urged 
yesterday to make no further amend- 
ments in the Hambrecht tuition fee 
bill, its terms under the amendments 
added in the assembly being agree- 
able to both the author and President 
VanHise. The latter made it plain, 
however, that he was opposed to the 
raise In fees at all, 
in view of the 
fact that three such Increases have 
been made in recent years. -If the 
Mill had to 
pass, he favored It. as 
amended 
in 
the 
assembly. 
The 
changes provide that the incidental 
fees be included in the amount to be 
charged non-residents, namely, $160 
per year. This would be an increase 
of only $24 per year. It also allows 
the faculty and regents to award 
scholarships to certain worthy stu- 
dents in Ueu of fees. 
John A. Aylward appeared against 
the bill, following President VanHKae. 
Assemblyman Hambrecht was its pro- 
ponent before the committee. 
Mr. Hambrecht said there is a state- 
wide demand for the law, and .that 
both the major parties made it a plat- 
form promise. 
The wide variety 'of 
opinion respecting the cost of Instru-c- 
tl'on per student was due, he said, to 
the many factors 
entering into tne 
problem. They varied from President 
VanHlse'n figure, $149.05, to as high 
as $520. James'A. Trottman placed it 
at $270. Mr. Hambrecht preferred to 
accept the latter. This did not take 
into account 
the building expense. 
President VanHise said his own esti- 
mate, based upon careful computa- 
tions by the business manager, ranged 
from $150 to $160 when interest on 
the capital account was excluded from 
consideration.

Assemblyman Hambrecht

I that the overcrowding .of the physics

•Plans and specifications with the 
assessment schedule, as prepared by 
City Engineer C. V. Kerch, of the pav- 
ing work to be done in Janesville this 
year, will be presented to the board 
"of public works in their meeting -which 
probably will be held Friday after- 
noon, previous to the council session. 
Specifications for the brick paving on
